SECRET MEETING 
OF ACCUSED BARED 


Prosecutor’s Theory That 
Dr. Wynekoop and Vic- 
tim’s Husband Long 
Sought Her Death. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—(4)—Solution 
of one of the most puzzling angles of 
the Wynekoop murder case was an- 
nounced today by Assistant State's 
Attorneys Charles S. Dougherty, with 
the discovery of several blank car- 
tridges for the pistol with which 
Rheta Wynekoop was shot. 

The cartridges were shown the 
prosecutor by Earle Wynekoop, hus- 
band of the slain girl, and are be- 
lieved to explain the finding of three 
exploded shells in the gun despite the 
fact that only one bullet took effect 
in Rheta’s body. 

“It is our theory that Earle, and 
his mother may have planued to kill 
Rheta for several weeks,” Dougheriy 
gaid. “If their plot was tv confuse 
the issue, and to create jusi such a 
mystery as has been des eloped, the Fir- 
ing of blank cartridges in the gun 
Would accomplish this én." 

Purchased Sheils. 


said. admitted purchasing the blank 
eartridges, which were in a bux with 
several loaded shells, but offered no 
explanation other than that he “used 
‘them sometimes.” . 

Dr. Alice Wyvekoop, mother of 
Earle, who is charged with the mur- 
der, had expressed the opinion the 
girl was killed by a burglar. 

Later in a signed confession, the 
gray-haired doctor said Rheta died 
under the influence of an anesthetic 
administered to relieve pain while sbe 
was examining the girl. In a panic, 
Dr. Wynekoop said, she fired one shot 
from the revolver into the body to 
simulate murder by a marauder. 

Further in support of his theory, 
Mr. Dougherty said it was evident 
Earle was anxious to leave town on 
Monday, the day before the murder. 
He was unable to go until Tuesday, 
however, because his companion in the 
—. trip to the west, Stanley 
roung. was forced to stay over. 

Before the scheduled start (Sunday 
night) Dougherty said -Earle and his 
mother held a secret tryst on the 
city’s west side while the young wife 
believed him to have left Chicago, 

Evasive Answers. 

All efforts to elicit from Earle and 
his mother the subjeets of that con- 
versation, Dougherty said, have been 
met with answers he considered eva- 
sive. 

The pair admitted having conversed 
for an hour. Earle said they did dis- 
cuss marital relationships and that 
his mother, for whom he has exp 
great love, warned him against drink- 
ing. The mother finally confirmed 
Earle’s guarded explanation. But, 
Dougherty said, psychiatrists examin-

INGEORGI, SOUTH 


Scope of Committee Wid- 
ened To Include Institu- 
tions in Sixth District 
Closed Before January 1 


Ryburn G. Clay, president of the 
Fulton National bank and chairman 
of the sixth federal reserve district 
depositors’ liquidation board, an- 
nounced Sunday that his committee 
had received authorization te receive 
and consider applications for liquidat- 
ing loans from all closed banks in the 
district. Heretofore the committee has 
been receiving applications from only 
those banks which were closed since 
January, 1, this year. 

Widening of the scope of the com- 
mittee, which operates with funds 
furnished by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. was announced 
following a series of conferences here 
between Mr. Clay and F. B. Schwulst 
special assistant to the nationa 
liquidation board, which is headed by 
C. B. Merriam, in charge of the de- 
positors’ liquidation board. 

Mr. Chey said that the action of 
the liquidation board will affect about 
110 closed state banks in Georgia, in 
addition to 15 which were eligible to 
apply under the old regulations. 

‘ational banks, too, will share in 
the liquidation program. These banks 
are in the hands of the comptroller of 
the currency and approved applica- 
tions will be sent to Mr. Clay’s com- 
mittee by the national body. If found 
insufficient, the Clay committee will 
take steps to supply the liquidating 
agents with ample funds. 

Many Banks Affected. 

The extension of policy of the de- 
positors’ liquidation board will be of 
great value and interest through the 
sixth federal reserve district, Mr. Clay 
said Sunday., In addition to the banks 
in Georgia there are numérous closed 
banks in the other states of the dis- 
trict affected and these also will have 
an opportunity of taking advantage of 


the broadened scope of the board’s ac- 


tivities. 

Mr. Clay stated that his committee 
would make loans on a fair valuation 
of the assets of the closed banks for 
an orderly liquidation of from three 
to five years, reserying ohly an amount 
sufficient to. pay interest, taxes and 
incidental expenses, 

Applications for liquidating loans 
in Georgia are to be handled through 
Marshall Hunter, president of the Lib- 
erty National Bank and Trust Com- 
pany, of Savannah, the state member 
of Mr. Clay’s committee. Other mem- 
bers of the district committee are D. 
B. Harris, vice president of the Ham- 
ilton National bank of Chattanooga, 
for Tennessee; Walter EB. Henley, 
president of the Birmingham Trust 
and Savings bank. for Alabama;

“I consider it of the must urgent

The chief of staff's warning of 
America’s military standing, which he 
said was 17th in world relative 
strength, was made in his annual re- 
port to-Secretary Dern. 

MacArthur in making specific rec- 
ommendations for increasing the 
army's efficiency, spoke of the “‘ob- 
vious state of unrest now prevailing 
throughout the world.” The recom- 
mendations included: 

A boost in régular army enlisted 
strength from 120,000 to 165,000, 
with immediate exemption of the en- 
listed man from the 15 per cent gov- 
ernment pay cut. 

An expenditure of nearly $200,000,- 
000 on aircraft, modernization and 
motorization of the field artillery, 
mechanization, anti-aircraft equip- 
ment and general motorization. 

Maintenance of the national guard 
at existing strength with 48 drill pe- 
riods and two weeks active training 
annually. 

At least 120,000 reserve officers 
with two weeks annual training for at 
least 30,000. At present there are 
118,000 reserve officers but only 87,-

The two kidnapers were dragged 
100 yards from the jail to ‘the park. 
There, leaders of the mob sought a 
tree from which to them. 
Holmes’ clothes also were virtually 
torn from his body. Both wefe badly 
beaten and almest. unconscious,

He 
said that Germany might have a few 
hundred thousand more rifles than the 
treaty allowed, a few more 
scouts, but she was surrounded by 
enormous armed Czecho-Slovak 
Poles and French with thousands o 
guns.. | 

“If I could believe that picture I 
should feel very much comforted by 
it, but I cannot. ] find it-very diffi- 
cult to believe in view of the obvious 
fear which controls all the neighbors 
of Germany, the obvious lack of fear 
which controls the German govern- 
ment and a large proportion of the 
German people. 

“The dominant fact is that Ger- 
many is rearming. I have no informa- 
tion but the public press, but we 
hear of large importations of war 
metals quite out of the ordinary. 
We hear of the military spirit which 
is rife; we hear that the philosophy 
of blood just is being inculcated in 
the youth for which no parallel exists 
since the days of barbarism. We must 
remember that this is the same Ger- 
many that fought and almost beat all 
the world, which took two and a half 
lives for every German life that was 
taken.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—When 
the first regular session of the sev- 
enty-third congress convenes next Jan- 
uary, renewed effort will be made by 
congressmen from all cotton states to 
have enacted into law a measure that 
will reimburse cotton growers of Geor- 
‘gia and other commonwealths for di- 
rect federal taxes paid upon raw cot- 
ton immediately following the Civil 
War.

the treaty of Versailles, the inter- 
view granted by Chancellor Hitler 
to a French newspaper in which he 
offers to “willingly do anything not 
involving dishonor or danger to my 
country’”’ in order to give security 
to France, is a bold play in the 
strained situation now existing on 
the continent. 

In the interview, appearing ‘fn 
Le Matin, most influential of Pa- 
risian newspapers, Hitler asks only 
equality for Germany, and dis- 
misses the question of the return 
of Alsace-Lorraine as a closed issue 
so far as Germany is concerned. 

In its desire for peace Germany 
would approve, according to Hitler, 
a French defensive alliance with 


Great Britain. ° 


Hitler sees the question of the 
Saar, now-being held by France but 
claimed by Germany, as the anly 
obstacle to lasting peace between 
the two countries, but the reply of 
France, through an__ unofficial 
spokesman, holds that the control 
of this territory is not as important 
a matter as whether “Chancellor 
Hitler will submit to the super- 
vision of the armaments we know 
he is building.” : 

The French reply further chal- 
lenges Hitler’s quoted view that a 
peaceful understanding can be easi- 
ly and quickly reached between the 
two nations in charging that the 
German government is now deyel- 
oping “a clear-cut program which 
needs military force to execute and 
she rapidly is getting this force.” 

Whether or not Hitler’s inter- 
view is merely a move in the dip- 
lomatic game now being played, or 
whether it is a frank and open state- 
ment of the nazi leader’s conviction 
that the allaying of French fears 
should be a simple matter, the net 
result is that France is put on the 
defensive, with the necessity of a 
more detailed explanation of her at- 
titude than she has heretofore 
made. 

While the French unofficial reply 
is not reassuring, it does not en- 
tirely close the door to the sug- 
gested face-to-face conversation be- 
tween Hitler and a representative of 
the French government. 

From the American viewpoint, 
such a direct exchange of views 
would be more likely to bring re- 
sults in the solution of these mis- 
understandings between these two 
neighboring nations than if the con- 
ferences, as insisted upon by France, 
are carried on “through the 
structure of the League of Nations.” 

Premiers Mussolini and Dollfuss 
set a good example in direct di- 
plomacy recently when they rowed 
out to sea in a small boat to settle 
the question of Italy’s support of 
Austria in her. attitude towards 
Germany. 

France and Germany, and the 
world, would be saved much con- 
troversy, and universal peace better 
safeguarded, if the Franco-German 
leaders were to find them a quiet 
spot on a European Rappahannock 
and talk things over. Certainly By 
this time it should be convincingly 
clear that submission of acute prob- 
lems to the cumbersome machinery 
of the League is not only a waste 
of time, in most instances, but a 
direct threat to peace as well.

governor or other representative of 
the state to institute suit for these 
taxes, but also provide that the state 
shall, before suit is filed, make pro- 
vision for the repayment of any 
money collected to the original tax- 


where their payment and ownership 
have been properly established, and 
also that provision shall be made for 
escheat to the state after a period of 
not less than- two years from the time 
when collection shall have been made 
by the state wheré the right of the 


Provision likewise is made for the su- 
preme court to hear and determine 
the question and render judgments;

of the legality of the acts, with all 
other defenses being waived. 

Furthermore, the resolutions pro- 
vide that if the act under which the 
taxes were collected is declared uncon- 
stitutional, and the taxes are held 
to have been illegally collected, the 
sole question to be determined by the 
court will be the amount of taxes col- 
lected in the respective states; and 
that no interests shall be allowed on 
any amount adjudged by the court to 


a state. 
Law Never Enacted. 

To date a number of similar resolu- 
tions have been introduced in various 
congresses, and, in a few instances, 
favorable reports have been made by 
committees, but a law based — the 
report has never been enacted. 

According to Senator Stephens, who 
has made an exhaustive study of the 
subject, there were articles of 
personal property, including cotton, 
that were subjected to an ad valorem 
tax by the federa! government in the 
years 1866, 1867 and 1868. There 
were about $200,000,000 collected 
from the various states because of 
this tax. 

The following states have directed 
duly constituted authorities to ask 
return by the federal government of 
the tax: Georgia, Florida, Delaware, 
Illinois, Indiana, Louisiana, Maine, 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Montana, New 
Hampshire, New York, North Caro- 
lina, Ohio, Oregon, Rhode  [sland, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Utah, Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia. It is ap- 
parent from the action of these states 
that there is considerable interest in 
this matter, and this interest will 
grow in other states if it develops 
that there is any possibility of relief 
being had.

COVINGTON, Ga., Nov. 26.—Sen- 
ator Robert W. Campbell, widely 
known lawyer and for many years 
prominent in the affairs of Newton 
county, died at his home here last 
night after a long illness. 


At the time of his death Senator 
Campbell represented this, the thirty- 
fourth district, in the state senate. 
The district includes DeKalb county 
and he took a prominent part in legis- 
lative matters referring to Atlanta be- 
cause part of the city lies in his 
district. 

Senator Campbell was serving his 
second term in the senate and pre- 
viously had served four years in the 
house of representatives. He was 
elected to the house the first time in 
1915 and to the senate the first time 
in 1921. During the last session of 
the general assembly the senator was 
one of the administration leaders in 
the upper house and served on many 
important committees, being one of the 
two senators which made up the spe- 
cial committee which investigated 
charges of alleged job-selling in the 
state department of agriculture. 

Senator Campbell was ill during, a 
part of the last session and had never 
fully recovered from the effects of his 


}work in the senate. 


BOSTON, Nov. 26.—(P)—A large 
detail of police, summoned to Ford 
hall tonight, where more than 5,000 
persons had gathered to protest a 
speech by a German professor on 
nazism and Hitler, charged the crowd 
with drawn clubs after it had broken 
through police lines crying “Down 
with Hitler.” 

A detail of 50 police were hurried 
to the scene to augment a heavy force 
already there when the crowd surged 
through the street radiating from the 
hall, where Dr. Friedrich Schoene- 
mann, professor at the University of 


Berlin, was one in favor of 
Chancellor olf Hitler, of Germany, 
and his polities. : 

The. professor, with Baron Kurt 
Von Tippelskirch, German consul at 
Boston, had been escorted to the hall 
by police when the crowd begdn to 
form. Kept at bay, the crowd took 
up the chant of “Down with Hitler,” 
“Down with nazism.” Men mounted 


away and addressed the gathering, 
hurling impreeations at the nazi re- 
gime. 

The police charged. after a youth 
had grabbed the horse of a mounted 
policeman and the crowd followed 
him through the lines, Several heads 
were struck with clubs as the police 
waded in. 

Patrol wagons were held in readi- 


ness and three arrests were made. 
Martin H. King, superintendent of 
the Boston police, was in personal 
charge of his forces of more t 100 
officers. , 

One man was knocked unconscious 
when hit by a policeman’s club and 
he was taken to a hospital. Police 
said he would be arrested. Several 
policemen were struck with fists and 
one was knocked down and kicked in 
the eye. A mounted officer was 
thrown from his horse when the ani- 
mal became frightened at the cries of 
the crowd and bolted.

Tech’s scouts came home to report 
on Duke’s game with N. C. State yes- 
terday and stated that Wade’s men 
appeared a bit flat and worn from 
the season’s pace and that they had 
a rather hard time getting that win- 
ning touchdown in the last period. 

They liked Crawford, Duke's great 
tackle, of course, but couldn’t see 
where he had a great deal on the 
Tech tackles. 

“Duke is exceedingly well-coached 
and a good blocking team,” said one 
of the scouts. “They have a good kick- 
er in Rossiter, some good passers and 
a well-rounded running attack.” 

Tech played a lot of football 
against Georgia and might have left 
considerable of it out there on the 
field, but the Jacket coaching staff 
seems to have the faculty of getting 
their men back to playing form in a 
week.

Issues Drawn in Germany 


For Battle Over Churches 


BERLIN, Nov. 26.—(/)—With the 

suspension of two more non-nazi pas- 
tors today the lines became clear for 
what was generally considered.a de- 
cisive struggle for supremacy in: the 
erman Protestant church. 
Prayers were said for the two pas- 
tors in 3,000 non-nazi churches 
throughout the reich. They were the 
Rey. Voiet, of Berlin and Boitzen- 
burg, and the Rev. Ohse, of Mecklen- 
burg, both removed for an alleged at- 
tack on the Rev. Joaquin Hossenfeld- 
er, nazi Christian leader. 

The impending schism in the Prot- 
estant ranks received further impetus 
today when nazi Christians in ur- 
ingia demanded a policy even more 
radical than that of Hossenfelder. 

The Thuringians said they wanted 
“a new interpretation of Bishop Hos- 
senfelder’s idea in the spirit of the 
third reich.” | 
. _Thig insurgent group was regarded 
as likely to become the backbone of 
the radical nazi Christian movement 
in Germany which began in a huge 
mass meeting campaign in Berlin.

SURRENDER. 
_ It has come at last, just as I feared 
it would. I shouldn’t have strolled 
into that dealer's den the other’ day. 
But I did, and with catastrophic re- 
sults. for some future time. ou. see, 
this is my abibi—so many readers of 
this column have been asking for in- 
formation on aquarium management 
that I have become quite interested 
in the subject myself, and. therefore 
1 was ready for the dowpfall. 
Yes, I have acquired an aquarium 
of fair dimensions; six gallons, to 
be exact. -I have found. sand that is 
neither too fine nor tov coarse, and 
have boiled city water in order to 
rid it of any taint of chlorine that 
it might retain from its purification. 
I have chosen my plants, and now the 
aquarium is ready to “ripen” for two 
weeks before the fish are actually in- 
troduced. 
Had I been able to choose the tank 
I wanted without regard to cost, I 
probably would have made a mistake 
In getting one entirely too large, for 
5. realize that I will not be able to 
give as much timé to this hobby as it 
requires, when foo large a start is 
made. 
For the plant life in my tank, which 
serves the double purpose of aerating 
the water and beautification of the 
mass effect of the aquarium, I have 
chosen Saggitaria natans, Saggitaria 
sinensis, and Anacharis, or as it is 
often called, Elodea. The first two 


I have rooted, for they are the most 
efficient oxygenating plants obtain- 
able for the home tank. Anacharis, 
while efficient beyond the wildest 
hopes in an outdoor l, is hardly 
as effective in the tank, but I added 
it as a floating plant because of its 
remarkable beauty. 

I have made no provision for heat- 
ing the tank yet, but I have added a 
thermometer, and’ if the temperature 
shows signs of approaching 70 degrees 
or lower, I shall add a small electrie 
heater. Tropical fish are exactly what 
the name implies, and they are fatal 
ly injured by temperatures much be- 
low 75 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Now all that I have to do is choose 
what fish I shall have. Since I want 
primarily a “happy tank,” I shall 
probably choose some of the moons, 
a pair or so of swordtails, and the 
Indian “lala.” ‘This may not be such 
a happy family, after all, but I can 
imagine no nicer assortment for a sim- 
ple home tank. Of course, there are 
those various Danios, such as the 
pearl danie, danio rerio, and the one 
called “‘albolineatus” that are veritable 
little gems. 

There is still time to consider the 
matter carefully, however, and if you 
who have written in to me about these 
intensely interesting fish will follow 
me for a few ddys, I can point out 
the way for you to travel in a hobby 
that will please you for the rest of 
your days,

This Turkey Is Tender and Brown and Juicy

Nancy was studying her marketing 
list. She had ordered the turkey for 
the Thanksgiving dinner. While she 
was giving the meat order she includ- 
ed some link sausage. She intended 
to put some of this in the dressing. 
Then she planned on oysters for stew 
on Thanksgiving evening. 

Her vegetable and fruit list inelud- 
ed cranberries, celery, cabbage, apples, 
small white onions for boiling and 
cooking onions for flavoring. There 
were white potatoes, turnips, parsley, 
grapes, eating pears on the list. Chest- 
nuts were for dressing. She ordered 
day-old bread for the dressing, too. 
She checked on poultry dressing sea- 
soning, salt, sugar, coffee, the mak- 
ings of salad dressing, crackers for 
stew, canned pumpkin and spices. 

Butter, milk and cream went on her 
dairy list. 

She chose a hen turkey weighing 
about 15 pounds. The legs did not 
have that old look indicated by dark 
yellow scales above the feet. 

After the turkey was singed she 
explored fhe body cavity carefully 
with her fingers and took out any 
bits of organs left clinging to the 
ribs, She took out the windpipe and 
sluiced the body well, inside and out 
with cold water. She wiped the turkey 
and rubbed the inside with salt mixed 
with a little ginger. Then she put in 
the dressing, sewed up the vent and 
cut out the oil sac at the tail end of 
the bird. She trussed the bird so that 
the wings and legs were held close to 
the body. Then she put it, breast 
down, on the trivet in the roasting 
pan. She had a hot oven for the first 
15 minutes, then a 350-degree coven 
for the rest of the tinre. She allowed 


20 minutes per pound and basted it 
frequently with water in which she 
had some melted butter. She did not 
dredge it with flour at any time. Nor 
did she add bacon or salt pork strips 
to the roasting pan.

It is gen- 
erally found that deviations from 


sound practice lead only to disaster. 
On rare occasions, however, a master 
player can deviate from the usual 
course and yet achieve a maximum re- 
sult. On today’s hand a lay-down 
Slam was reached by two nationally 
known players after a series of amaz- 
ing bids by the North player which 
made a’ mediocre hand held by South 
grow in strength until a Slam seemed 
entirely probable.

1—This bid by North is difficult to 
explain and is by no means rec- 
ommended. North, however, knew 
that South made it a practice, aft- 
er having opened the bidding, al- 
ways to give his partner one more 
chance if a positive response was 
received, even though a forcing 
takeout was not mad As a mat- 
ter of fact there is no particular- 
ly good bid for the North hand to 
make at this point. One alterna- 
tive bid, two hearts, is inadequate 
in the same sense that two clubs 
is inadequate—it is not sufficient- 
ly strong. Three spades,.of course, 
is an underbid, and four spades, 
although denoting a strong hand, 
does not give South any concrete 
information. As a matter of: fact, 
South would probably have passed 
to four spades. 

2—This bid, of course, is inferential- 
ly foreing. North is reopening the 
bidding with a new suit, obviously 
only four cards in length, after his 
partner has bid two notrump. 

3—South said later that because of 
the diamond situation he almost 
bid four hearts at this point, de- 
spite the fact that he knew the 
combined hands held only seven 
ecards of that suit. The three-no- 
trump bid, however, -is_ slightly 
better. 

4—This is the bid which completes 
the picture which North has been 
trying to paint. North all along 

. intended to have the hand play in 

spades, but delayed showing the 
spade support until he had given 
an accurate picture of his hand 
distribution. 

5—All now becomes clear to South. 

His four potential diamond losers 

have vanished into thin air. South 

definitely knows that North has 
four trumps, as, since he has nev- 
er rebid the suit, North would not 
bid four spades without at least 
four trumps. From the bidding 
South should read North for a 
void in diamonds, and though he 
is aware of the fact that this in- 
ference is not necessarily correct, 
he still is certain that North has 
at the most a singleton. In addi- 
tion, South has the Kings of both 
suits that North has bid. and his 
spade. suit is pretty solid. De- 
spite all the above, he bids only 

five spades to give his partner a 

little leeway in case his previous 

bids have been over-optimistic, 

Simple but careful play was all 
that South needed to fulfill his .con- 
tract. West chose to open a heart, 
which admittedly simplified the heart 
situation for declarer. South imme- 
diately saw that this was the type of 
hand on which to make the dummy 
rather than his own hand good. Ac- 
cordingly, after taking one round of 
trumps he led two rounds of clubs 
and ruffed a third from his own 
hand. A diamond was now led as a 
safety measure to immediately remove 
the Kast-West entry card and stop a 
possible heart ruff. which, of course, 
could never have come off. East won 
the diamond and continued with an- 
other heart, and South now ruffed 
Dummy’s last club with a high spade, 
He then laid down his last spade, en- 
tered dummy by ruffing another dia- 
mond. and drew the last trump, leav- 
ing the dummy hich.

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 26.—(4)— 
The cotton market has been very ac- 
tive at times during the past week, 
but there were also some rather dull 
periods. Price fluctuations were only 
moderately broad, less than 50 points 
for the extreme spread. The dominat- 
ing features in the market in the or- 
der or their importance were the 
liquidation of the December option, 
the decline in sterling from the high 
point reached in early week, a further 
advance in the gold price and an ap- 
preciation of the dol value. - 

The market advanced about 14 to 15 
points in early week on the advance 
in gold and sterling, but later the 
trend was downward as the liquida- 
tion of December in advance of the 
notice day on Friday. This liquidation 
at first took the shape of switching 
from the near to the distant position, 
but later on there was heavy outright 
selling of December contracts and 
prices eased off until December show- 
ed a loss of 47 points and March 34 
points from the earlier highs. : 

Notices for 30,000 bales of Decem- 
bers were issued before the opening 
on Friday, and on Saturday there was 
and additional notice for 100 bales 
in the big market, but in the 50-bale 
market there were notices for 12,000 
bales, ee the total tenders here 
up to 43,000 bales, considered a rath- 
er large total. The first effect of the 
notices was a drop of 11 points in 
the December price, but as soon as 
it became evident that the notices 
were being stopped, prices rallied and 
the close of the week showed only a 
small net change compared with Sat- 
urday last of 13 to 16 points decline. 

The transactions in the spot mar- 
ket have fallen off considerably dur- 
ing the week owing mainly to the 
high premiums asked in the interior. 
Supported by the government guafan- 
tee of 10 cents, interior holders are 
insisting on a high basis, and it is 
reported that spot shorts in the in- 
terior are having a hard time meet- 
ing their engagements, 

Exports have been fairly liberal, 
with particular large. shipments to 
the orient, particularly to Japan.

BUSINESS SHOWS. 
SIGNS OF SWINE 
JPWARD AGAIN 


Autos, Steel, Freight 
Movement and Retail 
Distribution Gain Dur- 
ing Past Week.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—(#)—The 
signs of a reversal in the downward 
trend of industrial activity which ap- 
peared two weeks ago were etched in 
even clearer outline in the business 
statistics of the past week. 

New models began to pour off some 
of the automobile assembly lines, steel 
production quickened slightly, con- 
trary to the usual seasonal trend at 
this time, and the weekly statistics 
for the movement of revenue freight 
showed a marked expansion, although 
the tendency is normally downward 
at this season. 

Dun & Bradstreet reported retail 
distribution continued to gain, with 
volume reaching new high levels for 
the season. 

“In agrienltural districts,” said 
this mercantile agency’s weekly sur- 
vey. “retailers are closing the most 
satisfactory fall season since 1929, 
with no signs of an early letup in 
the encouraging business experien 
during recent weeks.” 

With the good results thus far re- 
corded, and the seasonal peak atill 
ahead, it added, conservative  esti- 
mates place the-Christmas volume for 
the entire country at the highest level 
in three years. 

The publication, Steel, estimates 
steel production increased to 28 per 
cent of capacity last week, from 27 
1-2 per cent in the p ing week. 
While this is a decidedly unprofitable 
level for the industry, production at 
this time last year had contracted to 
17 per cent, 

Commodity prices have continned

Ashby Jones Discusses ‘New Deal’ 
In Business, Religion, Democracy 


America’s war, said Dr. M. Ashby 
Jones in a sermon Sunday morning, 
“is not a war. against wealth itself, 
but only upon that form of riches 
which is the purchase price of human 
opportunity for happiness.” 

“Let it be understood,’ said the 
distinguished minister, who is ihe 
guest preacher at the Cougregational 
Christian church, “let it be understood 
that we stand not for the sacredness 
of property, but for the sacredness of 
person. That property has-no values 
or rights, save as it ministers to hu- 
man welfare.” “ ! 

That which is new in the “new 
deal,” said Dr, Jones in referring to 
the Roosevelt administration, “is to 
be found in its new standard of value. 
It makes a man of more value than a 
sheep. . . It seems to me to seek 
to measure the value of material 
wealth by its service to human wel- 
fare.” 

There is not one word-in- Christ’s 
teachings in: condemnation of busi- 
ness, Dr. Jones said, nor of the ac- 
cumulation of wealth in itself. Jesus, 
the preacher said, “is thinking of. that 
supreme value, a man made in the 
imagine of God, which is being ex- 
ploited and sacrificed for the sake of 
material gain. 

The “starting and. staggering phe- 
nomenon” of the immediate past, he 
said, was that the nation should have 
granaries bursting with foodstuffs and 
people starving; raw materials and 
machines capable of producing all 
known forms of usefulness and the 
peoples’ consuming power tremendous- 
ly reduced, 

Fundamental Law Needed. 

“With this dramatic contrast pic- 
tured to us, let us discover a funda- 
mental law—and I care not whether 
you call it economic or spiritual, it is so 
essentially true that we will ignore it 
at the peril of our civilization. Things 
have no intrinsic value. They have 
only the value men give to them. Dirt 
or diamonds, oils or ores are only 
valuable in proportion to their service 
to the wants of man. 

“The tragedy of the past years,” 
he said, “is to be found in the fact 
that a very few people had been 
able under our system to acumulate 
the great bulk of the wealth of the

“The NRA,” he said, “if it has done 
nothing more than strike What I pray 
may be a death blow to the sweat 
shops of the nation, has justified its 
enactment. 

Democracy on Trial. 


“Let not the supremely delicate and 
complicated difficulties of readjust- 
ment to such a program defeat us in 
the realization of such a superb ideal,” 
he cautioned. “Fascism and com- 
munism, with their tyranical dicta- 
torships, have thrown down the gaunt- 
let to democracy. Can a free people 
think together and work together? 
Democracy—yes, civilization in terms 
of freedom—is on trial. 

“Because I do believe that the spirit 
and purpose of the New Deal, as far 
as it goes, is in harmony with the 
spirit and purpose of the Kingdom of 
Heaven, as a minister of Jesus, I can 
summon you to a wholehearted sup- 
port,” said Dr. Jones. “This does 
not mean for a moment that one 
needs approve of the wisdom of all of 
its methods for the ‘accomplishment 
of it# purpose. And it will be an evil 
day for the freedom of our democracy, 
when a constructive criticism of any 
governmental policy shall be condemn- 
ed as disloyal. 

“But I do dare say that the spirit 
and purpose of him whom we have 
chosen to lead us in this great crisis 
of our history, has been proved to be 
sincerely dedicated to the highest in- 
terests of all the people of this repub- 
lie. Let each one be sure in his own 
heart, that whether in agreement or 
disagreement, his spirit can match the 
spirit of Franklin Roosevelt.” 


Knoxville Approves 
City Power System 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 26.—(#) 
By a vote of 2 to 1 Knoxville Satur- 
day approved a $3,225,000 bond issue 
for a municipal power distributing 
system and became the first large city 
in the Tennessee valley which will 
served by the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority, operator of the governments 
hydroelectric plant at Muscle Shoals, 
Alabama. 

Unofficial returns gave 5,129 votes 
for the bonds and 2,564 votes against 
them. 

City council already has applied to 
the Tennessee. Valley Authority for 
Muscle Shoals power and has ask 
the state public works board for a 
federal loan of $3,225,000 to be used 
in building or acquiring a distributing 
system. 

The TVA is building a 226-mile 
transmission line from Muscle Shoals 
to the new Norris dam, which it is 
constructing on the Clinch river in 
each Tennessee, and Knoxville will be 
served by this line,
